Eventually this will become a 


pleasant chore done for Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
But, first, 
preamble. 
There are 
times, I will 
confess, when I 
take head in 
hands and moan 
feebly. Like, for 
example, when 
a group recent- 
ly protested the 
United Nations 
was a pagan 
organization, given over to wor- 
ship of strange gods. It did not, 
the spokesman cried, like a 
starved and locust-fed prophet 
coming out of the desert, open 
with Christian prayer. 

This wasn’t all. 

He had proof. There was, he 
said, a statue of Zeus promi- 
nently Gisplayed in the lobby of 
the U.N. Building. 

And wasn’t Zeus a pagan god? 

Zeus is in the lobby. He isn’t 
on Mount Olympus any more. 
But he most emphatically is in 
the lobby of the U.N. Building. 

He is there as a gift of the 
Greek government. 

It is a magnificent piece of 
sculptor’s art, and every day 
there are* crowds of visitors 
about the statue to Zeus. I am 
sure they are not engaged in 
pagan worship. They merely 
admire an artist’s skill. The 
Greeks were worshiping Christ 
long before America was discov- 
ered. Zeus has run completely 
out of followers. And that ap- 
parently there are those who 
fondy believe the Greeks yet 
worship him causes me to moan 
feebly. 


Chore 


At any rate, this brings me. 
to the chore which President 
Eisenhower wishes a lot of per- 
sons in this country to run for 
him. 

Most “of the member nations 
of the U.N. have sent there to 
the U.N. Building some typically 
representative art of their his- 
tory and culture. Greece, as 
noted, sent a museum piece in 
the great figure of Zeus, ruler 
of the elements, dispatcher of 
thunderbolts, dispenser of life 
ahd death. (The Romans had 
their equivalent in Jupiter.) 

The United Kingdom of Great 
Britain contributed oak paneling 
and furnishings for a committee 
room in the General Assembly 
Building—oak from one of the 
ancient trees which go back to 
the days of kings long dead. 

The Danes, a sea-girt island 
people, sent a carving in teak- 
wood by one of their best sculp- 
tors—the figure of a girl holding 
aloft a sea gull. The carving 
is done with such artistry that 
the child seems to be wearing a 
dress of lace. 3 

Other countries have sent—or 
are sending—paintings, carvings 
and various objects created by 
their artists. 

That's how Zeus got there. The 
Christian Greeks sent him. 

President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, who paints himself, and 
one of whose paintings might 
conceivably find a place there 
along with one by Winston 
Churchill, has asked that all 
those who do pieces for news- 
papers or speak over radio and 
television, appeal for funds from 
all those who wish the United 
States properly to be represented 
there. The National Council for 
U.S. Art, Inc., 270 Park Ave., 
New York, has been set up to 
do the job. Once the money is 
in hand the best artists will be 
commissioned to do the creative 
work which eventually will rep- 
resent this country in the U.N.

“I have just requested the presi- 
dent of the Security Council to 
call an early meeting of the 
council to consider the situation 
arising from the unprovoked at- 
tack on a U.S. Navy plane by air- 
craft of the Soviet Union over 
international waters on Sept 4.” 

An American UN spokesman 
said the Lodge request to Urrutia 
was an oral one and that a formal 
letter would follow. 

UN Observers said the Security 
Council meeting probably would 
be held Wednesday or Thursday. 

Tis is the first time the United 
States has requested Security 
Council consfMleration of an in- 
cident involving the shooting down 
of a plane. 


SUITABLE DATE 


Under UN procedure, Urrutia 
will call the meeting after ne- 
gotiating among Security Council 
members to determine a suitable 
date. 

Russia holds a veto in the 
council and would be expected to 
exercise it. Such action would 
enable the United States to bring 
the mattér before the UN General 
Assembly, which meets Sept. 21.

DENVER, Sept. 6—A new 
world agency to spread atomic 
knowledge for the good of man- 
kind is now being formed, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower announced to 
day. 

As the President, using nuclear 
fission and remote control, broke 
ground 1,400 miles away for the 
first atomic power plant of com- 
mercial size, he disclosed that 
the United States has just agreed 
with a number of other nations 
to go ahead with the formation 
of an intePnational agency that 
will foster ‘“‘atoms for peace.” 

These nations are Great Brit- 
ain, Canada, Australia, South 
Africa, and France. There will be 
others. 


INFORMAL TALKS 


Informal talks have been held 
with all these countries. Formal 
negotiations with Canada will be- 
gin Thursday. 

Raw uranium and fissionable 
materials will be set aside for 
the purposes of the new agency.

nology with others of good will.” 

This was Eisenhower's answer 
to the negative attitude the Soviet 
Union has taken toward the pro- 
posal he made to the United Na- 
tions last Dec. 8 for creation of 
an international pool of atomic 
knowledge for peace. 

In his U.N. speech, he invited 
Russia to participate. Secretary 
of State Dulles. talked to Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov about 
this on several occasions. Later 
he reported that the Soviet’s re- 
jection was 99 per cent negative.

GAINESVILLE, Fla.,. Sept. 6—A rare worm-like crea- 
ture unexpectedly delivered two babies in the midile of a 
big-time biology convention today and created a tizzy of 
excitement today among some of the nation’s top scientists. 

The first one was born late last night, the second this 
afternoon. 

Up until the unprogrammed obstetrics had taken place, 
the mother herself had bid fair to capture plenty of atten- 
tion at the fifth annual conference of the American Institute 
of Biological Sciences on the campus of the University of 
Florida. 

Called a “‘peripatus,"” the creature represents a particu- 
lar genus somewhere midway between earth-worms and in- 
sects. It hag @ worm's wiggly body but has tiny insect-like 
legs, is found only in tropical America and is well on the 
road to extinction. 


Most biologists at the meeting had hitherto seen only 
dead, “‘pickled’’ forms of the creature in laboratory jars. 


Thus, Byron E. Harrell, a graduate student at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, felt he had a ten-strike when he showed 
up with a live one carefully stowed in a tin can with some 
leafy stuff for nourishment. 


Harrell, a bird expert rather than an insect and worm 
man, said he came across the peripatus by accident last 
week while on a survey trip on Barro Colorado Island, in 
the Panama Canal Zone. 


But, knowing that it was a rare creature, he brought it 
here. 


“I was just showmg it to someone after I arrived,”’ he 
told reporters, ‘‘when it started producing,a young peripatus. 
I'd say the whole birth took about an hour.’’ 

The mother is about three inches long, the babies less 
than an inch. Each has antenna-like structures jutting out 
from the head. 


Saying that text books point out that the peripatus gives 
birth to only a relatively few young a year at best, one 
scientist said it was “downright accommodating for this par- 
ticular mother to time her delivery to coincide with a meet- 
ing of more than 1,000 biologists.”’

Williams said that McCarthy 
would probably take the stand for 
two days, starting Thursday. He 
predicted that the defense would 
rest its case on Friday.

The situation again calls for some con- 
sideration by the state. Georgia and other 
states in the drought area have no effec- 
tive state machinery for dealing with such 
disasters.

States should try, as far as possible, to 
set up agencies to deal with their own 
distressed people. Credit is the prime need 
or at least state insurance for credit dur-

For a Clean Election 


Election history is about to be made 
in Dodge County, according to The Times- 
Journal at Eastman. If plans to insure 
honest voting work out as intended, the 
primary Wednesday may be the cleanest 
ever held there. In a county notorious for 
ballot box irregularities in the past, that 
would be something for the record. 

Two weeks ago The Times-Journal, 
which in election after election coura- 
geously has exposed vote frauds, rendered 
a real public service by publishing the poll 
lists for the county. Several pages were 
required to present the names of all those 
registered to vote in Dodge. 

After the election, the weekly at East- 
man will publish the names of all those 
voting. The Dodge County commissioner 
has promised such publication in keeping 
with the state law which says a list of 
“electors shall be published within 10 
days after the votes have been consoli- 
dated.” Usually, compliance with that law 
is perfunctory. The lists are posted on the 
wall at the courthouse or else merely 
made available. 


Dodge County aims to comply to the 
letter. 


Furthermore, citizens operating as the 
Dodge County Better Voters League have 
deposited with The Times-Journal editor 
funds from which to make cash awards to 
those persons pointing out irregularities 
in the voting lists which the paper has 
published.

Translate the Bible 
Into Everyday Life 


In seminary when we were studying sermon 
preparation, our professor suggested that we read 
carefully sermons by great preachers like Henry 
Ward Beecher, Joseph Parker and Phillips Brooks. 


“Read their sere 


mons, try to understand what they said how they expressed their 
thoughts,”’ we were told, ‘‘then write your sermons using their skills 


and ideas,’’ 

Our teacher was not afraid 
that we'd become second-rate 
copyists. He knew that every 
man is an individual and that 
when he speaks and writes he re- 
flects his own distinct personal- 
ity. “But,’”’ I remember that he 
said, ‘“‘when you have studied the 
sermons of. ouststanding men, 
you do get the ‘feel’ and ‘touch’ 
of greatness and you come under 
the influence of inspired minds.” 

In museums I have sometimes 
seen the same principle ex- 
pressed in a somewhat different 
manner, Seated before some 
world-famous masterpiece is an 
art student. He gazes longingly 
and lovingly upon the canvas of 
ageless reputation. Then the stu- 
dent takes his brush and on his 
own small canvas he struggles 
to reproduce the great bold 
Stroke and the perfect color tone 
of the recognized master’. 

The student’s equipment is lim- 
ited and his talent is undevel- 
oped, yet his is, nonetheless, 
gaining a fuller appreciation of 
the talent and genius of the mas- 
ter as he attempts to paint in the 
manner and fashion of the im- 
mortal craftsman. 

Someone has suggested that 
every Bible student will gain a 
fuller insight and a grander ap- 
preciation of the Bible if he 
would make an effort to rewrite 
the words of the Scripture in his 
own words. 

The student's feeble attempts 
will not measure up to the ex- 
pressive skill of the Hebrew poet 
nor will his revision have the

depth of thought of the Hebrew 
prophet, but he will gain a new 
respect for the breadth of their 
minds and the devotion of their 
souls. He will through his imita- 
tion of them acquire a more pro- 
found understanding of them. 

Try, for instance, to express 
Psalm 23 in your own words. 
How would you write the immor- 
tal words of St. Paul’s noble trib. 
ute to Christian love found in I 
Corinthians 13? The golden words 
of Scripture may well in our 
bonds become sounding brass or 
a  tinkling cymbal, but the 
thoughts of old will have become 
more permanently a part of our 
thoughts. 

This is the first step in the 
translation of the Bible into daily 
life. We must understand the 
Bible before we can live accord- 
ing to it. 

Too many persons keep a beau- 
tiful copy of the Bible on the 
living room table. It is there for 
anyone to see, but too few ever 
see into its message. It is on the 
table but it is not written upon 
the heart. 

‘Thy word is a lamp unto my 
feet,’’ exclaimed the Psalmist, 
“and a light unto my path” 
(Psalm 119:105). 

How can the words in the Book 
become the words by which we 
live? One certain way is this: 
read inquiringly the words of old, 
imitate the language and 
thought, seek for understanding 
and appreciation. Then translate 
the Bible into action and be- 
haviour. 
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It is well ¥ 


worth thinking about in this time when management of our Govern- 
ment is under direction of men lacking somewhat in boldness and 


imagination. It was this: 


‘No government ever went broke developing for the people their 


own natural resources.’’ 

The late senator came to know 
from personal experience just 
what he boiled down there, in so 
few words. 


The philosopher, the humani- 
tarian, the poet like to talk and 
sing of the enrichment of human 
life deriving from proper con- 
servation and development of our 
natural heritage—our water and 
our land. They think in terms of 
intangible values that come from 
more fertile farms, protected from 
threats of flood and drought and 
erosion. That means happy homes. 
That result is further brought 
about by the blessings of electrici- 
ty to light farm homes, to serve 
radio and. television, as well as 
labor-saving devices of all sorts in 
the house and barn. 


All of those come from rivers 
controlled and harnéssed and 
working for the people who live 
along their waters and in their 
valleys. 

But, beyond that, such integrated 
river development pays off in cold 
cash, which is pointed out for the 
benefit of the hard-headed. It in- 
creases the incomes of farmers, 
it attracts new industries that 
give jobs to many people. The 
owners of the industries, in their 
profits, and the workers, in sala- 
ries and wages, realize cold cash. 
So does the government. For it 
gets its share in income tax 
revenues, Consequently, the

government is repaid many, many 
times for every multi-purpose pub- 
lic development of our rivers and 
watersheds it has undertaken. 

Senator Maybank knew that. as 
do many of our public men who 
have contact with the people and 
with the land and the rivers. 

On his passing, it is worthwhile 
to ponder Burnet Maybank’s recog- 
nition of the simple truths in con- 
servation. 

For they have been lost sight of 
by some who now are in authority

done for both, ahd with both, in

Some of those now in authority 
here seem to see development of 
our rivers only in terms of profits 
for a few corporations: They would 
curtail any further development of 
a public sort, They cannot see, as 
Sen. Maybank did, that our people 
and their government are richer 
through integrated development of 
our river systems as only the 
government can do it; richer in 
every way, including the cold cash. 

His was the way of real economy 
and real conservation.
